REPUBLICAN LEADERS IN CONGRESS 
WILL PROPOSE AMENDMENT. 


House Judiciary Committee Said to Be 
Practically Decided on Terms of 
Resolation — Hepburn of Towa Still 
Working Hopefully for Nicaraguan 
Canal Bill—Loss of British in Afri- 
can War Compared with American 
Loss in War with Spain. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Washington, D. C., April 14. 
It has been determined by the Republican 
leaders to adopt a resolution proposing an 


amendment to the 
Republiéans constitution regulat- 
ing and controlling 
To Propose ° trusts, and to adopta 


Trust Amendment. measure strengthen- 

ing the Sherman anti- 
trust law. It will be remembered the House 
Judiciary committee appointed a subcommit- 
tee to consider this question. That commit- 
tee has now reached a conclusion, and will 
report to the full committee on Tuesday, 
when in all probability the whole committee 
will agree to it, and report a resolution pro- 
posing an amendment to the constitution 
and a bill increasing the effectiveness of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The measure will 


posed by Represeftative Littlefield of Maine, 
published in Tue Trisune last week. 

The amendment to the constitution will be 
a compromise between the Ray proposition, 
which says: 

‘* Congress shall have the power to regu- 
late and repress monopolies; to create and 
dissolve ecérporations and dispose of their 
property; to make all laws necessary and 
proper for the execution of the foregoing 
powers; such powers may be exercised by 
the several States in any manner not in con- 
flict with the laws of the United States;" 
and the Jenkins resolution, which de- | 
clares: 

“ That all private corporations, copartner- 
ships, and joint stock companies in the 
Infted States shall be under the control of 
Congress. That Congress shall have power 
to define, regulate, control, prohibit, repress, 
and dissolve all trusts and monopolies and 
combination or conspiracy to monopolize any 
part of trade or commerce, and all contracts 
and combinations in form of trusts or other- 
wise, or conspiracies in restraint of trade or 
commerce. That Congress shall have power 
to enforce this article by appropriate Jegisla- 
tion. That in the absence of legislation on 
the part of Congress.all powers conferred 

-upon Congress by this article may be exer- 
cised by the several States.”’ : 

The Ray resolution will be modified so as 
to eliminate that portion which gives Con- 
gress the right to dispose of the property of | 
trusts. It is believed this provision goes 
a little too far. ‘Those who have charge of, 
the matter claim the amendment will be 
adopted by the House and Senate, and before 
Congress assembies next winter it is hoped 
it will be ratified by the State Legislatures 
so as to enable Congress at its next session 
to legislate upon this subject. 

It is hoped the measure reinforcing the 
Sherman anti-trust law will be adopted be- 
fore Congress adjourns. |

in African War. 
tafled report of all 
losses up to April 7, as follows: Killed in 
action, 211 officers and 1,960 enlisted men; 
died of wounds, 48 officers and 485 enlisted 
men; died of disease, 47 officers and 1,485 
enlisted men: accidental deaths, 3 officers 
and 34 enlisted men. This makes the total 
number of deaths from. all causes 309 officers 
and 3,044 enlisted men.’ 

The report also shows that 168 officers 
and 3,722 enlisted men are missing or have 
been taken prisoners. During the progress 
of the war 288 officers and 4,934 enlisted 
men have been sent back to England on ac- 
count of disability contracted in the line of 
duty. This makes the total losses, exclu- 
sive of sick and wounded in hospitals in 
south Africa, 765 officers and 12,600 enlist- 
ed men, 

The report places the number of officers 
and men that are now in hospitals at over 
10,000, making the total losses that the Brit- 
ish have sustained from their fighting 
strength about 23,000. 

Appended to the report isa statement from 
the Adjutant General's office showing the 
losses suffered by the American troops in 
the war with Spain. The total losses to the 
United Stater army from all causes in the 
war with Spain were 107 officers and 2,808 
enlisted men. In commenting on the dif- 
ference of the losses of the British and 
American armies the statement of the War 
department says that the climatic and other 
conditions were much worse in Cuba than 
those existing in south Africa.

a single overhead railway system of the 
Langen patent. In a report to the State 
department on this subject Consul Bouch- 
sein says: “ This is, I understand, the first 
suspension railway for the conveyance of 
passengers that has been built. The toad 
commences at Barmen-Rittershausen and 
follows the River Kupper through the thick- 
ly populated Cities of Barmen and Elberfeld. 
“ Beyond Eberfeld the line extends to- 
ward.the west as far as Vohwinkel, leaving 
the river at Sonnborn and running over the 
public highway to Vohwinkel. The marginal 
gradient is 4.5 per cent. Al ients and 
purves are so arranged as to avoid a de- 
crease of speed in the main lines. The iron 
framework over the river is supported by 
buttress piers of ironwork inclined toward 
each other; but in the public highways the 
structure is supported by vertical iron col- 
umns which require no more space than 
lantern posts.

WM. MAXWELL KILLS PAT CAREY 
DESPITE BOY’S HEROIC EFFORT. 


Trouble Occurs in Slager’s Saloon, 422% 
Western Avenue — Young Man 
Rushes Between His Father and 
Victim and Receives Bullet in the 
Side—When He Falls Elder Man 
Fires Into Other’s Breast, Caus- 
ing Immediate Death. 


In a brave but ineffectual attempt to save 
the life of Patrick Carey, 13-year-old Henry 
Maxweli made himself a target at 5:30 p. m. 
yesterday for his father, William Maxwell, 
a saloonkeeper at 4228 Western avenue. The 
boy was taken to the Presbyterian Hospital 
with a bullet wound in his side. Carey, a 
brother of Alderman Carey of the Twenty- 
ninth Ward, received the second bullet from 
Maxwell's revolver in the r’ght breast, and 
died almost the same instant the boy’s pro- 
tecting figure dropped from in front of him. 

The killing occurred at a time when the 
streets were crowded with workmen return- 
ing from work and while several men were 
drinking in the saloon. Half an hour after 
the killing Lieutenant Toosley and Sergeant 
Bohne of the Twentieth Precinct had Max- 
well under arrest and the half dozen wit- 
nesses of the affair at the station. 


Carey Offering Hand of Friendship. 

Accounts on all sides are that Carey re- 
ceived his death wound while in the act 
of holding. out his liand to Maxwell,’ who, 
in the capacity of host, had just treated 
Carey and the other customers to a round 
ot drinks, 

Besides Carey there were standing at the 
bar idward and Henry Perreault, 4228 West- 
ern avenue, and James McManus, 4227 Camp- 
bell avenue. Maxwell's two sons, Willie, 15, 
and Henry, 13, were tending bar for their 
father, who had been sleeping most of the 
afternoon in a room upstairs. Shortly after 
5 o'clock the elder Maxwell stumbled down 
the stairs and joined the group. ~°“Each 
member of the party was personally ac- 
quainted with the others, and together they 
were enjoying a social glass and chat. 


Entire Party in Good Humor. 


Maxwell's appearance in the barroom was 
no cause for any interruption of their enjoy- 
ment. Though somewhat intoxicated, it is 


'~ said, he behaved for a time with perfect good 


huraor and readily accepted the offer of Mc- 
Manus to join in a drink. Then Maxwell 
himself bought a round of drinks and after- 
wards drank successively with Edward 
Perreault and Carey. Carey was the last 
to buy. He was drinking ale while the others 
drank beer. It was the last round and Carey 
threw half a dollar on the bar, when sudden- 
ly Maxwell stepped back from the little 
knot of men and muttered something under 
his breath. It was the first discordant note 
in the convivial party. 

“* What's the matter, Bill?” said Carey. 

“You leave my saloon,’’ said Maxwell, in 
menacing tones, and, pulling his revolver 
from his hip pocket, he proceeded to attempt 
forcibly to carry out his command. 


_ Boys Seek to Avert Trouble. 

Carey, not understanding Maxwell's 
threats, refused to leave. But Willie, the 
elder of the two boys, understanding his 
father's quick temper, rushed from behind 
the bar and entreated Carey, for the sake of 
peace, to leave the saloon. Young Henry, 
in the meantime, tried to coax his father to 
£0 up-stairs.. But the peaceful overtures of 
the boys failed in both instances. Carey 


_persisted-in staying and pushed Willie Max- 


well aside. Unable to persuade his father 
to go up-stairs, Henry went over to his 
brother, and as Carey brushed Willie aside 
he took his brother's place and stood brave- 
ly between the man and his father’s leveled 
revolver. 

With an oath, Maxwell fired two shots in 
quick succession, one taking effect in his 
gon’s side and the other instantly killing 
Carey. Carey dropped dead on the floor, 
and the boy, crying out, ‘‘ I am shot,” stag- 
gered toward the doorway. Henry Per- 
reault and McManus picked him up and car- 
ried him to Perreault’s grocery, 4225 West- 
ern avenue. , 

Maxwell gave up his revolver to Perreault 
and surrendered to the police without re- 
sistance. 


Statement of Witnesses. 


Captain Lavin obtained statements from 
the Perreault brothers, McManus, and Willie 
Maxwell., The statement of each is that 
Carey was killed while offering to shake 
hands with Maxwell. 

Patrick’ Carey, who lived at Forty-second 
street and Oakley avenue, was a painter. - 


TWO SHOT DURING FAMILY ROW. 


Samuel Tyler Seriously Wounded and 
His Wife Hurt When She Runs Be- 
tween Brother and Husband. 


Samuel. Tyler was shot twice and his wife 


Maggie once at their residence, 3020 Armour 
avenue, last night by the woman's brother, 
David Giles, who isa porter employed in a 
barber shop at 717 Webster avenue. Tyler 
Was takén to the Provident Hospital ina 
critical condition, with a wound in the fore- 
head and.one through the back. The wom- 
an's only injury was in the hand. Giles es- 
caped. It:seems the men became involved 
in a quarrel over some trivial matter. The 
first two bullets struck Tyler. Mrs. Tyler 
ran between her brother and her husband 
and a third bullet pierced her hand. 


NEW PLAN TO STOP TAXDODGING 


Assessors;to Give State Equalizers , 
Statement of Franchise Whd Cap- 
“Gtal Stock Values. 


The Board of Assessors has taken steps to 
prevent . tax-dodging by corporations 
through: the State Board of Equalization 
spreading small assessments on the capital 
stock and franchises of these concerns. In 
connection with the levying of assessments 
for this- year on the persona! property of 
incorporated companies the Assessors gre 
drafting a statement of the true valyation 
of the franchises and capital stock of each— 
property on which the right to levy taxes is 
vested in the State board. This roster of 
values will be sent to the State Auditor to 
be tratismitted to the equalizers in lieu of 


schedules forwarded by the corporations, 


themselves. The figures which the As- 
sessors. will-forward are expected to exceed 
the valuations usually entered by the com- 
panies by from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000. 
The Glucose Sugar Refining company yes- 
terday filed its personalty schedule. The 
total fs $545,000, as against $570,000 last 
year on the Taylor street plant, with $2,800, 
or the same as last year, from the offices in 
the Rookery Building.

“Without any sign of financial disturbance 
here or on the continent through the ces-

The trade balances.cannot be 
explained away, but it is not yet. clear 
whether the purchases of American securi- 
ties are not speculative in large part and

of the enormous army of American tourists 
this year to England and the continent 
will be an important factor in the problem 
of international exchanges,

CHANCE FOR MEAT BILL. 


SATISFACTORY COMPROMISE LIKELY 
TO BE REACHED IN BERLIN. 


Committee’s Report Not Acceptable to 
Government, as It Woald Precipi- 
tate Unpleasant and Unprofitable 
‘Differences with Other Powers— 
Preparations Being Made to Give 

Austrian Emperor a Spectacular Re- 
eception—News of German Capital. 


BERLIN, April 14.—(Copyright, 1900, the 
Associated Press.)—The chances of a com- 
promise on the meat bill are steadily in- 
creasing, and the probabilities are that a 
compromise satisfactory alike to the gov- 
ernment and to the reichstag will finally 
be adopted. The vacation of the reichstag 
hag been used for the purpose of preparing 
such a compromise. 

The Norddeutsche Allgemeine publishes 
a long article explaining why the commit- 
tee’'s report on the meat bill was not ac- 
ceptible to the government in view of the 
fact that it’ would surely precipitate un- 
pleasant and mutually unprofitable differ- 
ences with other powers, besides unduly 
increasing the price of one of the “‘most 
necessary nutriments both for high and 
low, whose exclusive production by German 
agriculture would be doubtful even then.” 
This paper also points out that the govern- 


ment meat bill in its original shape means } 


a considerable benefit to German agricul- 
ture, and this has been acknowledged by 
Such conservative leaders as Count von 
Mirbach and Baron von Manteufel. The 
article strongly advises the agrarian ex- 
tremists not to bend the bow too far lest it 
should break. Certainly the bundesrath 
will never consent to the extreme form pro- 
panes by the reichstag committee. 


Chances Much Better. 


Negotiations between the government rep- 
resentatives and a number of leading con- 
servatives have been going on for the 
past fortnight, and have now proceeded 
far enough to permit it to be said that when 
the reichstag reconvenes the week after 
next, the chances of the compromise bi‘l 
passing will be much better. At the same 
time the government has made up its mind 
to fight the extreme agrarians and especial- 
ly the Federation of Husbandry. The con- 
servative parties who hitherto went along 
with those extremists, more or less willing- 
ly, now declare their intention to separate | 
on this issue. The well-known conserva- 
tive leaders thus declaring are Herren 
von Mirbach, Manteuffel, Levetzow, Klinck- 
owstroem and Kropatschek. The govern- 
ment now believes. that the compromise 
measure, which is sure to be adopted and 
passed, will not meet with serious objec- 
tions in the United States. One of the argu- 
ments used by the government with the 
agrarians was to point out how exports

To Receive Austrian Emperor. 

Preparations have been begun for grand- 
ly receiving the emperor of Austria here 
May 5 The muncipality will beautifully 
decorate the whole distance from the An- 
halter depot where his majesty will ar- 
rive, to the Brandenburg gate, Pariserpldtz 
and Under den Linden, to the castle.

The 30,000 Aus- 
trians residigg in Berlin are also making 
arrangements for illuminating at night and 
to display Austrian flags throughout the 
city. Thousands of busts of the emperor 
of Austria will be placed in show windows. 


§piritualism Becomes a Fad. . 

Spiritualistic seances and manifestations 
have become a fad in Germany. In Berlin 
such seances are held every night, new 
mediums appear almost daily, and the pa- 
pers publish statements pro and con. In 
Catholic Germany this is also the case, es- 
pecially in Bavaria. The Episcopacy of 
Augsberg has issued an encyclical to the 
clergy, warning them against the fad; 
threaten to interdict it, and reminding 
them that Catholicism has always declared 
against spiritualism as a “gross supersti- 
tion.”

Less Damage by Storms. 


The telegraph and telephone companies 
assign one inspector to every two miles of 
everhead circuits in the city. This entails, 
on the thirty miles to be put underground 
at once, the employment ‘of fifteen men, 
each at a salary of $1,000. To this item of 
$15,000 annually in salariés, the material and 
other repairing expenses add $10,000 more. 
In the event of heavy storms during the 
winter the expense of repairing wires in the 
city ranges from $8,000 to $20,000 for each 
storm and consequent damage. 

“Public safety demands that poles should 
come down,” said Mr. Ellicott. “There is 
always danger from electrical wires. The 
unsightliness of miles of pole lines is an- 
other argument which should be dwelt on. 
The wires must come down.” 

On streets where improvements are to be 
made the companies will be notified to make 
the underground system with- 
in a specified time, so that the new pave- 
ment need not be disturbed. Unless this is 
done, full charges for repairing streets will 
be entered against them.

THe killing of & burglar is a duty of good 
dtizenship. “No burglar: has a right to 
live,” says the chief. ‘But the police de- 
partment is not empowered to kill them. It 


is the duty of a good citizen to be prepared. 


and to kill instantly any burglar he may en- 
counter in his home. 

“The failure of citizens to do this has en- 
couraged the burglary business to an ex- 


tent almost beyond the power of the police | 


department to cope with it. This fact in- 
duces me to impress on the public that they 
have a Mght to kil any burglar entering or 
trying to enter their houses.”’ 

Show of fear before a burglar is regardel 
by Chief Kipley as a chief incentive to the 
burglaty business. He admonishes victims 
to be “cool-headed.”” “If unexpectedly you 
meet a burglar in your house,” he says, 
“and you are not armed, do not try to resent 
him unless you can grab him by the throat. 
Let him do as he pleases until you get a 
sure opportunity of hitting him with any- 
thing that will inflict a fatal blow. If you

all you've got.

PERFORMANCES RECALLED OF THE 
MARES WITH MARKS BELOW 2:20, 


Discussed at the Weekly “ Horse Talk” 
' Meeting on the West Side — Ben- 
trice’s Three Famous Sons—Big Bos- 


ton Stallion Stake Is Not Likely to. 


Prove a Success—Entrance Fee Is 
‘Too Large and Is Required at Too 
Early a Date.

“That list of mares with records better 
than 2:20 that Ta» Trisune- painted_tlast 
Sunday brought up many a story, of the 
race track at the weekly horse talk meeting 
we have on the West Side every Sunday,” 
said a horseman. | 


“ Nearly every mare in the list has some-. 


thing, in her career worth remembering. 
There's Beuzetta, 2:06%, the fastest of the 
trotters. She was simply a phenomenon. 
When she won the Futurity and took down 
close to $25,000 for her owner she made 
him a rich man and enabled him to spend 
his last days in comfort. He sold her for 
$16,000 as a 4-year-old to Peter Duryea 
after she had trotted in 2:08%. Duryea has 
been mixed up with sporting matters ever 
since he was a boy and was manager of 
some of the big pedestrian contests way back 
in the days when Dan O’Leary was cham- 
pion. Duryea really bought Beuzetta for 
Stokes, now owner of the Patchen Wilkes 
farm, where Beuzetta is a broodmare. Dur- 
yea figured that if Beuzetta could go in 
2:06% with her head turned sideways and 
with a rough-gaited way of going besides 
she ought to beat all the trotters once her 
. gait was improved. So Orrin Hickok, who 
made a champion of St. lien after that 
horse was so uncontrollable that it appeared 
his turf days were over, took Beuzetta to 
California and drove her from fifteen to 
forty miles a day all winter. He rigged her 
head so that she had to carry it straight 
whether she wanted to or not, and he bal- 
/ anced her up behind in a way that gave her 
@ smoother action, but it was all worse than 
useless, for the mare lost in speed more than 
she gained in behavior and never won an- 
other race. 
Pixley and Nightingale. 
“Then there is little Pixley, 2:08%. She 
‘was practically a failure as a trotter until 
Budd Doble.took her, and, if my recollec- 
tion. serves, had raised at least one colt. 
But Doble had so much confidénce in the 
mare that he took her on shares, and, of 
‘course, made a lot-~of money, as the first 
season he had her she was practically un- 
beatable. The following summer, 1893, she 
was in the $15,000 Columbian free-for-all 
race here in Chicago, and Doble to this day 
holds that she and not Alix won the race 
Then Pixley fell off in racing quality, the 
panic cut the price of trotters in two, and 
the mare was sold to a wealthy Philadel- 
phian for ag use. She was too small to 
pull a wagonh single-handed, however, and 
to for the second time went to breeding. 

“ Nightingale, 2:10%, is a black mare that 
broke out about five years ago and aston- 
ished even the man who owned her. She 
was expected to do great things another 
year, but that 2:104% heat was the only egg 
She ever laid. Wistful, 2:11, is owned ‘way 
‘up in Canada. Old George Fuller, who’is 
now running a school of instruction in trot- 
ting horse methods for the Russian govern- 
ment, is the man-responsible for Wistful’s 
fast mark. He was trainer on the farm 
‘where the filly was foaled and took‘a fancy 
to her front the start. Me began educating 
her before she was weaned, and so apt a 
pupil was the brown filly that she was a 
full-fledged trotter as a yearling and per- 
formed well fn public at that tender age. 
Fuller continued to drive Wistful until she 
had 2:11 to her credit, when she was sold. 

“ Marguerite A., 2:12, is the cranky mare 
that Géorge West trained as a 8-year-old. 
_ She had been a mile in 2:26 for John Young 
when only 2 years of age, and West was 
naturally disgruntled when she refused to 
' beat 2:30 for him after as careful a winter- 
ing as any horse ever had. It was simply 
a case of meanness. The mare had decided 
to have her own ‘way, and that meant 
she would not trot. After patience had 
ceased to be a virtue, West took Marguerite 
out one day and gave her such a licking 
that she quit her nonsense right there, and 
it was West who drove her in 2: 


Some Good Electioneers. 

“ Expressive, 2:12%, is the Electioneer 
mare that Monroe Salisbury brought over 
from California when Andy McDowell was 
his driver, and it is the deliberate opinion 
of a good many horsemen who have seen all 
the good ones that Expressive was the 
greatest 3-year-old ever on the turf. Her 
dam was a thoroughbred mare, and Ex- 
pressive raced twice a week, and often 
against aged horses, and certainly performed 

‘as gamely as any thoroughbred that ever 
looked through a bridle. Belleflower, whose 
record is the same as that of Expressive, is 
another Californian, and is alsoa daughter 
‘of Electioneer. Her dam was the famous 
Beautiful Bells, so Belleflower ts sister to a 

host of equine celebrities. She was not an 
easy horse to train, however, and although 
Marvin, whose name is inseparably associat- 


ed with the Electioneer family, trained and 


drove her, she gave him many a disappoint- 
ment before he finally got her rigged just 
right. She ought to be a great brood mare, 
though, if pedigree and performances go for 


anything. Nelly A., 2:13, was a yearling. 


trotter, and showed herself to be a good 
one by training on to a fast record. Impetu- 
ous, 2:13, as a 3-year-old, had as inuch speed 
as any trotter in the world. Myron Mo-

his judgment is worth something, for Mc 
has been behind a lot of the real good ones, 
Marcus Daly now owns Impetuous, and she 
should produce a great colt by his horse 
Prodigal, that has already shown himself a 
sire. Impetuous had the 3-year-old filly 
record, and another record-holder, now a 
brood mare, is Janie T.,2:14, at 2 years of age. 
Young George, Fuller bred this filly and 
drove her to a world’s record, which is some- 
‘thing for a young man to be proud of. He 
is the son of ‘Old’ George Fuller, trainer- 
in-chief to the Czar of Russia. and made his 
‘best success right here in Chicago with a 
little gray horse called Robin. Alabama, 
2:15, is another pupil of the Fuller family. 
She has already produced one fast trotter, 
Belle Esprit, by Bow Bells, and is the high- 
strung, nervy class of mare that ordinarily 
is the most successful] in the breeding ranks, 
as witness Green Mountain Maid, Beautiful 
‘Bells, Miss Russell, and Tackey. Every 
one of these famous matrons was so full of 
fire as to sériously detract from their pos-

“Mabrino Maid, 2:15%4, is one of the last 
grand circuit performers that the late 
James Goldsmith handled, and she was evi- 
dence of his skill; as in any but the best of 
hands the bay mare would have been a 
faijure. Her record was made to high 
wheels, which would rate her about a 2:10 
horse with the present equipment. Monzon- 
ita, 2:16, was 4-year-old champion of her 
Gay, and Marvin,, who handled all the best 


of the Electioneers, says today that she J 


showed him the most speed of any trotter he 


ever sat behind. ‘China Silk, 2:16, made, 


her record in 1896 as a 2-year-old, but was 
never again able to show that rate of speed. 
Ripple, 2:17, is a Michigan mare that George 
Robens brought out some years ago and 
trotted over American association tracks 
only, he having been barred from Nationa] 
association courses on account of the Alcry- 
on-Nelson scandal at Boston the previous 
year. Ripple was one of the purest gaited 
trotters that ever took the word, and has 
shown quality as a producer in her daugh- 
ter, Ripplette, that made a record of 2:23% 
last season.

It is rather 
strange that the blood of Woodford.Mam- 
brino should be successful chiefly through 
these three grandsons, as it cannot be said 
that his son, Wedgewood, was a great suc- 
cess as a sire, although a first-class race- 
horse. “Beatrice, who has preserved the 
fame of Woodford Mambrino by producing 
three such sires to his son Pancoast, was a 
daughter of the Hambletonian stallion Cuy- 
ler. Elvira, a sister to Beatrice, once helfi 
the 4-year-old trotting record, 2:18%. She 
went blind a little later and is now dead. 
She was bred to Wedgewood, but thus far 
‘ther progeny have not distinguished them- 
Ives. 

“The discussion in THe TRIBUNE as to the 
practicability of free-for-all stallion races 
this season that would bring out good fields 
and furnish close contests has resulted in 
the announcement by the New England 


Breeders’ association that it will give a. 


$20,000 purse, open to all stallions during its 
meeting text September. 
Over this bare statement several papers 
have already become excited and are telling 
what a grand race will result. To practical 
horsemen, however, the fact that the purse 
is such a large one makes it certain. that the 
entries will be few indeed, and it is deubt- 
ful if the $20,000 race ever takes place. To 
begin with, the entrance fee is a pretty ex- 
pensive affair, as it calls for a payment of 
$1,000 on each horse before the race is trot- 
ted. This would be bad enough were the 
entries made to close a week or two pre- 
vious to the day set for the race, as is ordi- 
narily the case in events of this character, 
but a different plan is followed. The-entries 
close May 1, or five months before the race, 
and yet each nominator is obliged to pay 
$500 When the entry is made. Another pay- 
ment ia due July 1, the sum being $250, so 
that the nominator then has $750 tied up, 
pay or play, in an entrance fee to a race 
that is still three months away. Another 
payment is due the night before the 
race, after which 5 per cent of the entire 
purse of $20,000 is to be deducted from the 
amount won by each of the first four horses 
at the finish of the race, or $4,000 in all. In 
this way the winners of the four moneys will 
have paid in cash $8,000 of the $20,000 purse, 
not to mention the ‘horses that may be.en- 
tered and that do not “ get in the money.”’ 
It is provided that in case any nominator 
desires to substitute another horse for his 
original entry he may do so on payment of 
an extra $400 any time prior to Sept. 19. It 
is announced that six entries will be con- 
sidered sufficient to make the race go, but 
the right is reserved to declare it off in case 
less than. six are named. 
As the race is free to all stallions every 
man who thinks he has a good stallion will 
first have to consider what chance his horse

Statistics compiled by the 


Provision New York society that is

Children’s ment of school savings 
Savings. banks show that the sys- 


tem is now in operation in 
ninety-seven cities in fifteen States—a rapid 
growth since the first one was opened in 
Long Island City in 1885. By means of the 
banks 52,604 children saved the sum of $806,- 
015.97, of which $525,200.27 has been with- 
drawn, leaving a balance of $2%0,806.70. 
These figures are for school banks alone. 
A collateral work is that of the Penny Prov- 
ident Fund of New York, which has been 
responsible for the establishment of juvenile 
savings institutions In apventy-five cities in 
twenty States. These ‘saving banks are 
operated in- connection with boys’ clubs, 
church societies, industria! schools, and sim- 
flar organizations. By their aid 58,416 chil 
dren have opened savings deposits that 
amounted to $480,272.61, of which $38,390.88 
was still on deposit at the first of the year. 
The school savings banks and the provident 
funds together have been responsible for the 
waving of $1,286,288.58, of which $967,082.50 
has been withdrawn, leaving a balance of 
$319,206.08. This is a considerable sum, yet 
it is less than the children of most other 
nations have in savings banks, the young 
Japanese alone having a greater sum to their 
credit.

It is evident that this gubernatorial can- 
didate contemplates the latter alternative 
with much complacency. He is inclined to 
put the onus of the failure of the law on 
the law itself instead of upon the executive 
officers who have wrested it to their au- 
thority. Yet Judge Hanecy is quite well 
aware ‘that the failure of civil service re- 
form in this ¢ity, so far as it has been 
a failure, is due to the direct and unwhole- 
some intervention of the Mayor. He has 
appointed commissioners who knew it wes 
not the intention that the law should be 
administered in good faith. County civil 
service reform has been “a mockery, a 
delusion, and a snare” for a similar rea- 
son. Iu each‘case the law has been made 

a farce by those. whose duty it was tp exe: 
it. 

There is no defect in the caeitclgal civil 
service law. It needs no amendments to 
make it effective. No law can be conceived 
of that will execute itself or that can have 
much vitality when the unfaithful officers 
whose duty it is to administer it are re- 
solved to defeat its purposes. That has 
been proved in the case of prohibition 
laws, of Sunda} closing Jaws, and of laws 
of every description which for whatever 
reason the executive powys did not see fit to 
enforce. 

The Democratic Mayor of Chicago does 
not approve of the civil service law. There- 
fore he has removed commissioners who 
were men of high character and stand- 


letter and in spirit, and has put in their 


who gladly live up to the Mayor’s well- 
understood desire that it shall’not be en- 
forced. 

While the Mayor has done all this, he 
has not ventured to suggest that the civil 
service law be repealed. No Republican 
candidate for Mayor has done so, It re- 
mains for a Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor to suggest that the law be amended 
or repealed. That candidate, however, is 
not a representative of Republican princi- 
ples. He stands on a spoils platform. He 
is supported by spoilsmen. He is himself 
entirely out of sympathy with the idea of 
civil service reform. 

There is another candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination who makes no such 
suggestion as Judge Hanecy does. J udge 
Uarter said in a recent speech: 

My friend and colleague is reported to have 
said in this ward last Saturday night that the 
‘present civil service law ought to be amended or 
repealed. I want to say that if I know the spirit 
of the people, both in the State at large and in 
Chicago, they are not in favor of nominating or 
electing any man who advocates that doctrine. An 
honest civil service law, honestly enforced, is at 
the base of all municipal progress; it is the breath 
of life of all reform. 


It is more logical and more in accordance 
with the traditions of the party than that 
of Judge Hanecy, who contemplates not 
merely the repeal of the civil service law 
but the abandonment of the civil service re- 
form principle. 


A bill introduced in Con- 
gress by Senator Aldrich Bauchtion| 
provides for the establish-of ee 
ment of a national school 
on the lines of those noW maintained at West 
Point and Annapolis for the education of 
army and naval officers, the new school being 
designed to train young men for the diplo- 
matic and consular service. The appoint- 
ments to the school would be made by Con- 


} gressmen, and from their graduates alone 


could men be selected to fill diplomatic and 
consular positions. The plan is carrying the 
civil service idea to extremes, and one is 
apt to suspect that it is some-trick of the 
advocates of the spoils system to bring ridi- 
cule upon the proposal to place the diplomat- 
c ag consular service under civil service 

. It is well that men should be edu- 
cated, especially for that branch of govern- 
ment service, but it is not necessary that 
they should be educated at the expense 
of the ngtional government. The | Univer- 
sities of Pennsylvania and Michigan have 
established special courses in ‘such subjects, 
and a score of other universities will proba- 
bly add them to their curricula. These will 
supply the demand, and it is to be noticed 
that President McKinley appointed several 
young college graduates to good positions in 
the consular service. The European news- 
Papers contain testimony as to the unusual 
efficiency of our present consular service. 
All that is necessary is to provide for the 
promotion of those now in office who show 
merit and for the filling of vacancies by 
competent men.

Statistics given in the 
Disappoint- Baptist year book shoW that 
ing Baptist the denomination made 
Statistics. gains last year, although 
they were slight and did not 
even reach the disappointing figures of the 
year before. The number of Baptists in the 
United States is 4,181,686, a gain of 89,691 
over 1899, the gain during: the previous year 
having been 86,189. The number of baptisms 
showed a decrease, being 184,845, while dur- 
ing 1898 they were 203,296. The net gain 
was decreased partly by the increased num- 
ber of exclusions and erasures, which 
reached the enormous number of 85,207, 
nearly 5,000 more than the year before. a 
number of new churches and of minist 
increased entirely out of proportion to 
number of church members. Thus there 


now 48.247 churches, against 42,893 a yéar 


ago, and 29,473 ordained ministers, an in- 
crease of 1,069 during the year. The gains 
in the Sunday school membership were 
slight, but the value of church property 
and the contributions for religious work in- 
creased. The Standard, in discussing the 
results shown by the year book’s figures, 
says that ‘on the whole they show a wholj- 
some though not adequate growth,” and 
finds in them a reason for renewed effort. |

It is said incessantly that the odiiiciadted: 1 
ing tendencies of modern industrial life are 
making it more and more difficult for a man 
to become independent, even in a small 
way; that the most he can hope for is to be 
a superintendent or assistant superintend- 
ent in the employ of some great manufac- 
turing combination instead of the proprie- 
tor of a small factory or mill, or to be the 


head of a department in a department store | 
_instead of the owner of a small shop which 


is all his own. Economy and close atten- 
tion to business used to be enough to enable | 
a man to set up fn business for himself 
on a small scale, and thus place his foot 
on the first round of the ladder of gyccess. 
It is contended that those qualities are no 
longer of any value @xcept to make men 
good employés.

Charles Limousin found that 
of 640 persons of whom inquiry was made 
820 were of the same profession as their 
parents and 40 had followed in their fathers’ 


footsteps, but had tired and changed. In 


the majority of cases those who failed to 
enter their fathers’ profession did so through 
ambition to mount upward in the social 
scale, In nearly every case the young man 
was influenced in the choice of a profession 
by his parents, who practically dictated 
what should be his life work. If the family 
is commercial.and possesses an establish- 
ment, however modest, the son naturally 
takes the succession, In the country, where 
the majority of people are farmers, there is 
nothing else for the son to do, unless he 
goes to the city. In the city the boys pick 
up the work of their fathers by helping them 
in their work. This latter circumstance is 
less common in the United States, where 
the rules of trade unions limit strictly the 
apprentiéeship system and refuse to admit 
sons to learn their fathers’ trades, even 
when the father is himself an employer. 
This is one explanation for the constantly. 
increasing proportion of artisans of foreign 
The places of the skilled 
workmen, who die, are supplied, not by-their 
American-born sons, but by men already ac- 
quainted with trade, who have emigrated 
from Europe.

Greeley is the most famous of all American journalists, and his was a dar- 
ing and a trenchant style. But whatever may have been his share in 
bringing about the abolition of negro slavery, not one of his assaults on the 
slaveholders survived to be read by the generation that followed his—a gen- 
eration to whom Greeley was but a name and a legend. It is the essential 
condition of the best newspaper writing that its interest should be tem- 
porary, and no sooner has the journalist done his work than he must ex- 
pect to see it sink into the swift oblivion of the back number. The man 
of letters is almost the exact antithesis of the newspaper man. 

Iteration is an absolute necessity in a newspaper, if it wishes to guide 
public opinion. But iteration in literature is almost a form of tautology. 
For example, now that we have Matthew Arnold’s essays collected in a 
stately series of volumes, we can hardly help being a little annoyed by the 
repetition of his various catchwords, although these were strikingly effective 
when the original articles were appearing, now in a monthly magazine and 
now in a quarterly review. We feel that something perishable has been 
obtruded into what we had supposed to be permanent, and we see thateven

The Mexican Heraid has this to say anent 
Paderewski'’s recent recitals in that city: ‘‘ The 
musical atmosphere of this city is still disturbed, 
and violently so. Whether Paderewski is «a 
genuine pianist of the first rank, or only a char- 
latan of talent, is the question under discussion. 
His crime appears to be in rendering the works 
of the great composers according to his idea of. 
the proper tempo. He believes that a pianist has 
the same right to his ‘interpretation’ as an 
elocutionist who reads a poem. Some of the 
local professors of the piano would have him stick

ASTER is the greatest of the great 
festivals that the Orthodox Greek 
Church celebrates. In order to give 
it such a distinction the Bulgarians 
call it Velikden—that is to say, the 
t day. In comparison, it would appear 

lo America you have no Easter at all. 
A — more new hats in the pews, a few more 
fresh flowers around the pulpit, a few more 
' chorus girls in the choir—and there is 
Waster. There is little to’ distinguish it 
from an ordinary Sunday. But in Bulgaria 
an ordinary Sunday is as different from 
Waster Sunday as a country parish church 
s distinct from St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

It was especially a great day for us chil- 
dren, We anticipated aster day with the 
eagerness that children in America await 
Christmas. This expectant longing was in- 
For we did not love 
Waster with greater intensity than we dread- 
ed the long and wearisome Lenten fast that 

ed it. And how could we feel other- 

wise? Fifty-five days of fasting, and we 
had to fast with the rest. The austere 

monks, who arranged and established the 
fast, took precious little thought about 
children. 

The fasting, as all so-called fasting in the 
Orthodox Church is, was really abstaining 
from all kinds of animal food. Not meat 
alone, but butter, milk, cheese, eggs, and 
fish were on the forbidden list.’ Nothing but 
bread, salt, and vegetables was eaten dur- 


' ing Lent. Yet, strange as it may sound to 


American ears, thé people never for a mo- 
ment hesitated to drink intoxicating liquors. 
There was a current tradition, it is true, 
that it were not well to get drunk during 


Lent, but few took the rumor seriously. | 


Yet no one dreamed of disregarding the 
Lenten fast. Everybody fasted, as I said; 
young men and old, healthy and sick, chil- 
dren and all. The fact that many of the 
sick never survived to see Daster, and that 


) not a few of the healthy and strong became 


sick and faint during Lent, nobody seemed 
to notice. This was none of their business; 
it was the concern of God, who made them 
sick or faint. Although “long like Lenten 
fast” is proverbially used by Bulgarians 
to express a thing of unreasonable length, 
nobody for a,moment thought to question 
the authority of their religion. The church 
sald, or somebody said the church 
eaid, that Lent was ordained by God, and: 
they are neither Jews nor Turks to question 
its authority. Only we children asked the 
reason, not in a rebellious mood but or in- 
formation.

For forty days 
thereafter, beginning’‘at that moment, this 
ancient custom—*“ Christ has risen!’’ with its 
response, “* Indeed he has risen!’’ became our 
daily greeting, substituting all other cus- 
tomary salutations used during the rest of 


the year 
Long Easter Feast. 

But the church service was merely the be- 
ginning of the Easter celebration, which 
continued for three days; nay, it continued 
more or less during the whole week. Re- 
bounding from the long enforced solemnity 
of Lent, the day early becomes one of social 
pleasure, conviviality, and all sorts of fun. 
The old folks spent the day in visiting, feast- 
ing, and keeping merry; the young men and 
maidens in dancing khoro, and we children 
in playing with our red or gorgeously painted 
eggs. I never heard of a Bulgarian family 
80 poor as not to have at least two dozens of 
red eggs on Velikden, but many had them in 
various colors, and as many of them as pos- 
sible. Every friend or relative we met gave 
us an Easter egg. Upon some of these you 
could have observed displayed the art of 
painting -in its most crude ayd primitive 
form. 

The national cycling dance/ khoro, how- 
ever, was by far the common attraction and 
the chief feature of Velikden. No recollec- 
tion of my childhood is more vivid than the 
great Easter khoros at my native Vakarel. 
Even now I can see in imagination that 
wondrous living picture, constituted of hun- 
dreds of young men and women, full of life 
and joy, dancing in their bright  pictur- 
esque costumes, now anearing, now receding, 
an ever moving, ever changing panorama of 
youth, of gayety, and of beauty. There isa 
childish self-abandon, a touch of buoyancy 
in primitive people’s enjoyment, which self- 
conscious ‘“ civilization ’’ can never hope to 
imitate. A Velikden khoro is one of the sights 
of the world. 

Thus, if Lent is the gloomiest. of all times 
' and seasons in Bulgaria, Easter is, on ene 
contrary— 

A very merry, dancing, drinking, 
Laughing, quaffing, and unthinking time. 

As to the historic event we so uniquely 
celebrated we knew little indeed. All we 
knew was that, once upon a time, while the 
Lord was walking upon earth in the guise 
of manj the Jews caught and killed him by 
torture and crucifixion, but he, being the 
Lord, rose again from the dead on the third 
day after the third cock crow. “ And al- 
though he rose from the grave,"’ added 
grandmother—our only available source of 
knowledge—‘‘ he nevermore descends to 
walk on earth, as was his wont in times of 
old.”” She had learned these things from 
old folks, she said, and there is much more 
of such ancient lore in the books read by 
the popes in church, if one couldnoly under- 
stand them!

ELEVATORS HARM THE HEART. | 


Disease, Says a Doctor, Affects Those 
Who Run Lifts—Cause of 
Accidents. 


The case of the runaway of the elevator at 
the Brown Hotel on Saturday night, which 
resulted in the temporary penning up of a 
woman and the pilot, was explained yester- 
day. On Saturday evening, when the acci- 
dent occurred, it was thought the trouble 
was with the cable. But the examination 
of the elevator disclosed the fact that the 
only damage doné elevator, cable, or lever 
had been done by the collision 8f the ele- 
vator with the top of the shaft. Thetrouble 
was thus placed upon. Monte Inman, the 
pilot. 

A sudden attack of heart -trouble its said 
to have caused a temporary paralyzing of 
the arm, which refused for the .moment to 
push back the lever. Inman will not admit 
that this was the only cause of the accident, 
and insists that the lever was out of order, 
but when a physician was consulted yester- 
day he asserted with great positiveness that 
the case as described to him was one of an 
attack of heart failure. He went on to say 
—_ this trouble is common among elevator 

ots. 

ESpecially is this true In such high alti- 
tudes as this,” said Dr. R. H.‘Brown of 
Chicago, the ‘physician who discussed the 
matter at the hotel. ‘* The sudden ascent 
and descent and often the shock of a too 
hasty stop soon tell on the action of the 
heart when this vocation ig followed at 
an altitude of a mile above sea level. Of 
course, the faster the elevator goes the 
more aggravated will be the heart trouble 
of its manipulator, and in a high building 
the chances of serious results to his health 
are more certain than in a lower building. 
The air at the top of the shaft in a ‘ sky- 
scraper’ is lighter than at the bottom, and 
the’ rapid change from one altitude to the 
other made so often has a most serious 
result. It cannot be otherwise. ‘The ordi- 
nary transient in this part of the world is 
affected most uncomfortably ‘by walking 
up-stairs at a fair speed. The ascent in an 
elevator at many times that speed does more 
harm. The guest at the hotel or the visitor 
to the public building does not notice it. 
much, but the pilot who. remains in the 
elevator for hours at a time, day after day, 
is permanently injured in due time. 

“I was an interested visitor to the State 

-Capitolon Saturday. Buta few hours before 
the accident at the Brown Palace Hotel I 
was conversing with the pilot of the State 
Capitol elevator on this subject, and he told 
me that he was already feeling the effects of 
his Vocation, and was at times during the day 
obliged to leave his post and secure the 
services temporarily of some other State em- 
ployé to do his,work until his heart resumed 
its normal action. This is the same story 
told me everywhere I go. It is one of the 
threatening fatal results of what we call 
‘modern improvement,’ which, in other 
words, is the refined manner of self-torture 
and risk of life and health in order to do 
something a little faster and thus make a 
few dollars more than we otherwise could 
do. There is a point of speed beyond which 
as a matter of protection to life, limb, and 
health, elevators and all other vehicles of 
locomotion should not be allowed to go. The 
mad rush in this country, @f which the 
frightful speed of the elevator and the bicy- 
cle ‘scorcher’ are typical, must stop some-" 
where. The fatal results of these things are 
most apparent. 
“It was only a few weoks ago that I was 
called to attend a’ man in Chicago who had 
been suddenly stricken down, and who died 
before I reached the house. I could find no 
reason for his death except that the action 
of the heart had been bad, but upon inquiry 
I learned that he had for two years been an 
elevator pilot. There was then no doubt at 
all in my mind as to what caused his demise. 
His family finally accepted my statement 
that he died a martyr to the ‘ modern im- 
provements’ which make life s0 easy that 
the great public does not get proper health- 
ful exercise. His last words were ‘Top 
floor.” ”—Denver Republican. |

.. While the celebration of Easter had its 
origin in the resurrection of Christ, possi- 
‘bly not every one has stopped to consider 
the significance of the word ‘“ Easter,” 
which writers agree is derived from the name 
of the old Saxon goddess Ostara. corrupted 
by the Anglo-Saxon to Eastre, who was the 
deity of spring, and whose festival occurred 
' ‘about the same time the later Christian 
feast of Easter. The p of Ostara was 
‘Introduced into England by the Saxons, and 
many of the habits attending that worship 
™may be traced in the early-day celebrations 
of Easter. The Latins knew the day by the 
Semitie work Pesach pass by—which 
‘is known by Hebrews and Christians as the 
“ Passover.”’ It was during the season of 
‘the Jewish Passover that the crucifixion and 
_resurrection took place. The Semitic form 
is also traceable in some English terms— 
notably Pass-flower, pass, or 
lamb, and pasch egg. 


Fixing Easter’s Date. 


In the primitive church Easter was identi- 
cal in time with the Jewish Passover, but 
‘fm the second century there was so much 
_eontroversy about the date between the 

western and eastern churches tHat the 
.Council of Nice was called upon to settle the 
»*quarrely However, it was'not until after the 
“adoption of the Gregorian calendar that the 
_period.at which Eastertide should occur was 
definitely determined, and then there was 
.@ question whether it should continue to bea 
‘movable feast. to be celebrated on the 
‘first Sunday after the fourteenth day of the 
“moon that should be reigning at the time of 
_the spring equinox, the date of the equinox 
being arbitrarily made March 21. Thus 
-Baster may occur anywhere between March 
22 and April 25. The difficulty of the method 
“of calculation has occasionally caused the 
_day to be observed on the wrong date, as in 
_1818. In 1761 it occurred on March 22, and 
sthe latest Easter was in 1886, on April 25. 
«In 1943 it will again come on this date. When 
“the time of Easter is finally settled the dates . 
“of a series of ecclesiastical days, from Ash 
_ Wednesday to Pentecost, are also fixed. . 
~ Anclently, the Easter season was devoted 
to thanksgiving, occupying eight days, thus 
“conforming to the time the pagans devoted 
“to their spring festivities, and approximat- 
“ing the duration of the Passover of the Jews. 
After the eleventh century the eight days 
«were shortened to three; then two days were 
“observed, and finally the one day, as com- 
“memorative of the resurrection, alone was 
“adopted. 
. The austerities of Lent having been ful- 
filled, Easter came as a welcome release, and 
“was hailed as the Sunday of Joy.”’ There 
were popular games, and the clergy ofttimes 
“descended to buffooneries in the pulpit in 
order to excite their hearers to paschal 
slaughter, “risus paschalis,”’ until the ref- 
“ormation proved an effectual antidote to 
“these irreverent jocularities. The monks 
“and clerics used to have regular games of 
~ ball in the churches, and in England the 
«winners were awarded tansy cakes as prizes. 
«The thirteenth century Englishmen had a 
facetious habit of seizing the clergy found 
“abroad between Easter and Pentecost, as the 
“nposties were seized after the Passion, and 
“the captives could only regain their release 
upon the payment of a small fee. 


Old Myth. 


. One of the oldest and most far-reaching 
-@uperstitions was that on Easter morning 
“the sun danced in the heavens for gladness. 
“Whether the sun did actually dance was 
discussed, and learned scientists 
“were at great pains to convince the common 
herd that if the sun did, indeed, shine bright- 
er on Easter morn it was only a coincidence. 
At last the leading periodical of the day sub- 
mitted the matter to the sun itself for an 
ex cathedra verdict:

A rector of the last century 
made an effort to apply the funds to a more 
worthy object; but he reckoned without his 
host, for written over his manse and on the 
church doors appeared the warning, “‘ No 
pie, no parson, anda job fortheglazier.” 

As the time approaches for the “ scram- 
ble’ a deputation is sent to the rectory for 
the pies and beer, and then a procession is 
formed, with two men abreast, carrying two 
bags containing the cut-up ples; three men 
abreast, each carrying aloft a bottle, two 
filled with ale, one empty. These are or- 
dinary wooden field bottles, iron bound, but 
without the usual mouth, a hole only being 
left to drink from. Sometimes a standard is 
carried, surmounted by a crouching hare. 
The procession increases in numbers as it 
nears the bank, where the pies are emptied 
from the sack and scrambled for; followed 
by the bottle kicking. One of the bottles of 
ale is thrown into a hollow in the mound, 
and men from neighboring villages strive to. 
wrench the bottle from the grasp of the 
Hallatonians. -It is said that American 
football “ isn’t in it’’ with this bottle-kick- 
ing. The respective players each struggle 
to kick the bottle over the boundary of their 
villages, and “to the victor. belongs the 
spoils.’ The empty bottle is then fought 
for, the men of Hallaton bragging that they 
have never yet lost it. The third bottle is 
taken to the market place and fts contents 
The bottles 
are preserved year in and year out, and those 
now in use are thought to have done service 
for almost a third of a century. At Coles- 
hill, Warwick County, if the young men of 
the town can catch a hare and bring it to the 
rector of the parish before 10 o'clock Easter 
Monday, the parson is bound to give them a 
calf’s head, a hundred eggs for their break- 
fast, and a groat in money. 


Levying Easter Gifts.

Emigration tg Siberian

The stan government is now providing 
transportation to emigrants from European 
Russia who are willing to make‘new homes 
in Siberia at rates of fare that have prob- 
ably never been equaled for cheapness. 
The third-class tickets sold on the Russian 
and Transsiberian railroad were believed 


you 
to: be about the cheapest in the world; but 
the fourth+class tickets which the govern- 
ment has recently caused to be offered make 
the others a costly luxury by comparison. 
These tickets are sold to any one of 114 
stations in Siberia and they are. good from 
any point in Russia. The fourth-class pas- 
senger,| for example, fram Moscow to 
Tobolsk, pays for that long journey only two 
roubles, of a little over a dollar. On the 
other hand, if he wishes to go clear to 
Viadivostok by the railroad and its steamer 
connection, now complete, a distance of 
about 5,000 miles, he has‘to pay four and a 
half roubles, or $3.60.' Transportation could

The government thus practically gives free 

transportation to those inhabitants of Rus- 


sia who will move into the fertile agricul- |

That committee had been appointed by the 
Mayor to look the whole ground over and 
report where relief was needed.

‘Mr. R. M. Bisgell of. the club made a most 


carefully considered statement of Chicago’s 
need.

districts, one’ of' which,:on the North Side, 
alone embraced over 200‘city blocks, with 
rear tenements in plenty scattered all 
through them. In the ‘Sixteenth Ward, 
which was included tn ‘the congested area, 
there were 31,000 children under'14 years, 
and in the Nineteenth’ Ward, where, in sum- 
mer, the infant death rate grows some- 
times to exceed the city’s-average to an 
extent reminding one ofthe bad old days in 
Gotham, there were. 17,000. :Yet-of thirty- 
seven public schools, only: ten had yards fit 
to make playgrounds of. -Six «might be 
made to.do, though small. The other twen- 
ty-one schools either had no yards or none 
that could be of any use. | | 

That is. bad, very. bad. _When now I look 
over your “housing, report’’ I find this 
statement: “The worst housing in Chi- 
cago is spread over a large area running 
along the river for seven or eight miles. 
The price of land in this territory is ex- 
ceedingly low when’ compared with the enor- 
mous prices paid’ for land in the old Mul- 
berry Bend district of New York. An en- 
lightened municipal policy in Chicago would: 
not overlook the spleridid opportunity to 
provide small parks throughout these river 
wards.”” 

You have not, then, the excuse which we 
at least were able-to- €; poor as it was 
that the land cost too much. “ The chil- 
dren of 1,185 families in one small area,” 
adds the report, “have no yards to play 
in.’”” I have.since then.had the opportunity 
to see for myself that there is no mistake 
about this and to verify .the disheartening 
picture which Mr. Bissell drew of those 
districts. ~ Gloomy ‘as it’ was, there was 
still this note of cheer’in it, that you had.

POVERTY GAP GONE, 

We had a locality in New York known for 
years.as Poverty Gap. It is gone now. The 
name departed with the bad old tenements. 
They were as bad as the worst. The local 
gang had a record of “ doing up” at least 
one policeman who interfered with its 
pranks, to the extent of disqualifying him 
from ever doing patrol duty again. But that 
might be reckoned among the fortunes of 
war. The Gap ever stood associated in my 
mind with the foubest crime it was my mis- 
fortune to deal with in all my career—the 
murder of the one decent, hard-working lad 
in the alley by the gang, just because he was 
decent and supported his old parents by his 
work, instead of wasting his money at the 
saloon on Saturday nights. <-For that, and 


for no other cause, the gang seized him on® 


night and beat him to death on his:.own 
stoop. The stoop broke down with them. 
while they were doing it, and they wrested 
the handrail off and used it to finish their: 
job with, threatening to turn it next upon the 
old couple, whose pitiful screams from their 
top-floor window filled the alley.
